Regarding claim 43, recapture does not apply in this case as claim 43 is 
materially narrowed by inclusion on an overlooked aspect of the claim (quoted ahead), 
as best understood by the examiner this overlooked aspect of the "...locking 
mechanism. ..relative to said tilt pivot axis..." has not been previously claimed in any 
claim during prosecution of the patent and is a limitation which makes claim 43 
patentable as it is not found in any of the known prior art, or it would have not been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill at the time the invention was made to have modified 
Yant (US 3,235,284) to have the claimed limitation. Claim 43 is thus patentable solely 
because of the above noted limitation.
